+ CAPTURE OF 4 REBEL GENELALIGSINO, 

A telegram dafed Jan. 13, from General 
Rios, commgnder-in-chief in Central Luzon, 
says that tho troops in the neighbourhood 
of San Miguel de Mayumo, in the province 
of Bulacan, had an encounter with the. tn- 
aurgents in Sierra de Sibul.

THE EARTHQUAKE IN ENGLAND, 

London, December 17.—An earthquake, 
the most vivlent aver experienced in this 
country, has shaken evcry shoro from 
Durham to Surrey and from London to the 
Welsh coast. The subterranean disturbance 
was first noticed about 5.30 o'clock this 
inorning and lasted from 4 to 80 seconds, 
At many points two.distinct shocks wero 
experienced. Tho moat seavore shocks were 
felt at Chelten, Ledbury and Dean Forest. 

‘The earth-stiakiny was accompanied by a 
Joud rushing sound. Buildings were viclent- 
ly shaken, furniture shifted, doors thrown 
open, and picturés und other ornaments 
upset. The -inhabitants, panic-stricken, 
fled: from the houses. 

The earthquake also visited Birming- 
ham and various points in Shropshire, and 
was violent in-Worcester and the country 
surrounding .that city, The ‘shocks were 
followed by o tromor of the carth.. The 
atest alarm. prevailed everywhere. 
himmeys were overthrown, windows, ete., 
smashed, At some points on the country 
roads persons were thrown’ down, and a 
pambor of people were thrown out of their 


Hereford Cathedral was injured, There 
the dull rumbling bénésth tha earth’s sur- 
fave was followed by.two loud crashes and 
8 torrible lifting and rocking. The panic 
at Horoford was so great’ that one woman. 
died of fright. The people ruehed wildly 
into the strests.: Many chimneys fell crash- 
ing into the thoroughfares, All tho pin-
